Chief 
of Police Floyd Howard issued a 
warning this morning to the ef¬ 
fect that there is an ordinance in 
Santa Ana prohibiting the use of 
fireworks inside of the city lim¬ 
its. 


The Santa Ana Chamber of 
Commerce today sent a letter to 
Governor Merriam urging him to 
veto assembly bill 1684, which 
would permit slant drilling into 
the state tideland oil pool at Hunt¬ 
ington Beach on a basis which 
would pay royalties to the state 
and the city. 

The communication, signed by 
W. H. Spurgeon, chamber presi¬ 
dent, contended that Orar.ge' 
county has a right to participate 
in royalties from such drilling. 
This is not provided for in the bill 
passed by the legislature and now 
ready for the executive’s signa¬ 
ture. 

Yesterday it was reported that 
the city of Huntington Beach had 
reached a leasing agreement 
whereby the slant-drilling pro¬ 
gram would be carried out by oil 
companies. 

The chamber of commerce let¬ 
ter said the booster body feels that 
“the county of Orange has certain 
participating rights to revenue, ac¬ 
cruing from the leasing of oil 
bearing tidelands contiguous to its 
coastline. 

“We therefore urge that you 
veto this bill because these rights 
are not recognized therein. 

“There is no thought on our part 
to retard any development of oil 
lands now in progress nor to 
handicap the state in the leasing 
of said lands, but we must insist 
that the county of Orange partici¬ 
pate in revenue resulting from 
leases which may now be in ex¬ 
istence or which may be made in 
the future.”

L'pper House To Fight 

But that the upper house would 
give way without a stiff struggle 
was deemed highly doubtful last 
night when it voted, 24 to 8, 
against receding from its amend¬ 
ments, which the assembly, by the 
even more decisive vote of 52 to 5, 
had rejected. 

The bill, as approved by the 
assembly some weeks ago, car¬ 
ried the one-third rates. These 
were reduced by one-fifth by 
the joint tax steering commit¬ 
tee, and later raised to one- 
fourth on the floor of the sen¬ 
ate. 

New Moratorium 

Conservative elements in the 
legislature gave way today before 
persistent liberal factions, insur¬ 
ing California of a new mortgage 
moratorium law much the same 
as the present act which expires 
next September. 

The stubborn opposition of an 
influential group within the sen¬ 
ate to any moratorium crumbled 
last night when the upper house 
approved by an overwhelming vote 
the majority report of a senate 
judiciary sub-committee refram¬ 
ing the controversial Jones bill. 

A firm gubernatorial veto was 
written today across the Nielsen 
bill, which would have allowed 
California’s political subdivisions 
to issue revenue bonds for the 
acquisition and maintenance of 
water and power distribution fa¬ 
cilities. 

WATCH NEW MOVE 
ON PRORATE RULE 

Orange county farm leaders to¬ 
day were awaiting with interest 
the result of an attempt by the 
state attorney general’s office to 
dissolve a superior court Injunc¬ 
tion which restrains the Califor¬ 
nia prorate commission from fur¬ 
ther operations. 

The counter move against the 
injuction took the form of a pe¬ 
tition for a writ of prohibition, 
sought from the appellate court 
to restrain the superior court 
from enforcing its injunction. 

The matter came into promi¬ 
nence when Superior Judge Em¬ 
mett H. Wilson held that the state 
prorate act Is unenforceable in its 
attempt to control lemon ship¬ 
ments.

HUNTINGTON BEACH, Satur¬ 
day, June 8.—Amused over the 
report that the city was to receive 
more than a million dollars an¬ 
nually from an oil pact, officials 
of Huntington Beach were busy 
today straightening out the affair 
and denying rumors of a tax-free 
community. Mayor Thomas B. 
Talbert remarked that “we like td 
be in the millionaire class, but I'm 
afraid we will have to be content 
with an income of $100,000 each 
year.” 

Regarding the talk of a tax-free 
city, the mayor stated that it 
would take some time to pay off 
the present bonded indebtedness of 
$350,000. Taxes will be reduced to 
the lowest level in ti e history of 
the city. Talbert denied the as¬ 
sertion that the city proposed to 
purchase the public utilities. 

$100,000 Annually 

Huntington Beach would reap 
nearly $100,000 annually from the 
tideland drilling bill which has 
passed both houses of the state 
legislature and is now ready for 
Governor Merriam’s signature, it 
is estimated. 

The measure stipulates that the 
city will receive 3 percent and the 
state 16% percent of the gross in¬ 
come from a minimum of 52 oil 
wells which are to be drilled with¬ 
in 90 days from littoral land own¬ 
ed by the Pacific Electric com¬ 
pany and leased by the Standard 
Oil company. 

The wells are to be whipstocked 
or slanted to tap the huge tideland 
oil pool already proved by several 
town lot operators and estimated 
to be worth $350,000,000. 

Bonus of $25,000 

An agreement has been reached 
between five parties—the city of 
Huntington Beach, the Signal Oil 
and Gas company, the Hancock, 
Standard and the Pacific Electric 
company—for drilling at least 52 
wells if the bill is signed. 

When drilling proceedings be¬ 
gin, the city will be awarded a 
bonus of $25,000 in cash, affirmed 
City Clerk C. R. Furr. Since the 
wells are to be drilled a few at a 
time, it will require several months 
or perhaps a year before the full 
average of $100,000 is pouring in, 
Mayor Talbert pointed out. 

Extensive recreational grounds 
and parks and a city-wide beauti¬ 
fication program is the aim of the 
mayor and city council.

Such an agreement was advised 
in the report submitted by the j 
fact-finding committee along with I 
the additional information that a 
large portion of the gun club prop ¬ 
erties could be used advantage- [ 
ously for agricultural purposes. 

The survey covered approxi-! 
mately 8,000 acres of land of I 
which 1,714 acres are the property 
of seven gun clubs. Of the re- j 
maining acreage, 5,850 acres art- 
used for agricultural purposes and 
the remainder is tidelands over-! 
flow. Gun clubs owning property in 
the area are: Cazadorec Gun club, 
Lomita Land and Water company, : 
Los Patos Gun club, Saame Gun 
club, Sunset Developing Land and 
Water company, Westminster Gun 
club and West Shore Rod and Gun 
club. 

Cite Possibilities 

In the report, the committee de¬ 
clared it was the opinion of that | 
group that, with the exception of 
properties of the West Shore Rod 
and Gun club and a portion of the 
Lomita Land and Waer company 
holdings, all property of the gun 
clubs could be farmed and would 
be as productive as any adjoining 
land. 

If the entire property, now used 
as gun clubs should be converted 
into farming land, the committee 
reported, a reasonable estimate of 
annual water usage would be nine 
acre-inches.

NOT FOR RUSSIA 
QNLY a handful of people know 
it, but the state department 
recently was responsible for let¬ 
ting valuable military contracts 
slip through American fingers. 

Soviet Russian attaches in the 
United States had approached the 
manufacturers of tanks and bomb¬ 
ing planes. The orders ran into 
several millions, the American 
firms were enthusiastic. 

A few days later, however, the 
Russian agents came back to find 
them suddenly lukewarm. No 
concrete reason was given for this 
coolness. Vague excuses were of¬ 
fered to the effect that Russian 
credit would have to be looked up, 
that the factories were already 
busy. 

“You understand,” emphasized 
the Russians, "that this is to be 
an entirely cash business?" 

Nevertheless the American 
firms remained aloof. There was 
good reason for this. The state 
department had stepped in with 
the stipulation that American 
tanks and planes could not be sold 
to Russia. 

In the end, however, Russia got 
both tanks and planes. She 
bought them in England and Ger¬ 
many, and they were almost iden¬ 
tical with the ones which were to 
have been ordered in the United 
States.

NATIONAL MUSEUM 
^yHEN the supreme court takes 
up residence in its new glis¬ 
tening white building next fall the 
historic capitol chamber it aban¬ 
dons will be preserved intact as a 
national museum. 

Legal authorization for this was 
granted last year in a bill spon¬ 
sored by Arkansas's Senator Joe 
Robinson, who hopes some day to 
be a member of the august 
tribunal. 

The small handsome room oc¬ 
cupied by the supreme court for 
the last 75 years was the original 
senate chamber. The supreme 
court, for which no provision was 
made in original capitol plans, oc¬ 
cupied a stuffy basement room 
until 1860, when the senate and 
house wings were completed. 

When the senate moved into its 
larger quarters and the court was 
transferred to the chamber it va¬ 
cated. T'e columnated chamber 
that had been used by the house 
was converted into what is now 
known as "Statuary Hal!." 

The new Supreme Court mu¬ 
seum will be changed in only one 
respect. The busts of noted chief 
justices, now resting in niches in 
its wall, will be transferred to the 
new supreme court building.

county, according to Deputy As¬ 
sessor Maurice Enderle, who to¬ 
day announced the assessed valu¬ 
ation of boats there this year is 
almost $325,000. 

During the four years of the de¬ 
pression, starting in 1931, this 
source of county revenue has 
shown a steady increase, Ac¬ 
curate figures earlier than 1933 
are not available, a it was not 
until that year that the county 
started keeping an accurate check 
for taxation purposes on boats 
anchored in the harbor. 

Prior to 1931 the law provided 
that boats were assessable at the 
port of registry and not at anchor¬ 
age. The nearest port of registry 
is at San Pedro, hence practically 
every power boat anchored in 
Newport Harbor was taxed in Los 
Angeles county. 

In 1931 Assessor J. M. Sleeper 
and a group from Newport Har¬ 
bor, headed by J. M. Beek, were 
instrumental in securing an | 
amendment to the law, providing 
that boats were taxable in the 
county that provided anchorage, 
regardless of the point of registry. 

First Check In 1933 

The first accurate check of 
power and sail boats in the harbor 
was made by the assessor’s office 
in 1933 when 823 boats, not in¬ 
cluding rowboats and canoes, were 
assessed at a total valuation of 
$223,245. In 1934 there were 963 
boats with a total assessed valua¬ 
tion of $275,115. Mr. Enderle said 
today that within three years, 
when the harbor improvement pro¬ 
gram is completed, he expects 
3000 boats,, with an approximate 
assessed value of $1,000,000, to be 
anchored in the harbor. 

Mr. Enderle pointed out that 
while boats in Newport Harbor 
this year represent an assessed 
valuation of $325,000 the actual 
value, based on cost of replace¬ 
ment, is well over $1,000,000. 

This huge source of income to 
the county, through personal prop¬ 
erty tax, is not the only revenue 
accruing from these pleasure and 
fishing vessels. The deputy asses¬ 
sor pointed out that since the in¬ 
creased interest in boating at the 
harbor, the three boat yards there 
5 years ago have been increased 
until now there are 14. 

Provide Employment 

With practically every boat 
anchored at Newport being dry- 
docked and overhauled annually, 
these 14 boat yards provide con¬ 
siderable employment to skilled 
labor, to say nothing of the thou¬ 
sands of dollars spent each year 
with county merchants for equip¬ 
ping the pleasure craft and for 
their operation. One significant 
fact pointed out by Mr. Enderle 
is that each time the average 
(pleasure craft of 50-foot classifi¬ 
cation leaves the harbor, it carries 
from 200 to 300 gallons of gaso¬ 
line, purchased from the stations 
at the beach. 

Many of the larger boats have 
crews of from two to seven men 
who live on them during the sum¬ 
mer season, and purchase their 
supplies locally. 

With the harbor development 
program designed to offer one of 
the ideal pleasure boat harbors on 
the coast, Mr. Enderle is expecting 
j a majority of the larger pleasure 
craft now anchored at San Pedro 
to be moved to Newport. This he 
pointed out, will increase revenues 
through taxation and through in¬ 
creased business, and the fact that 
many of the owners will lease or 
: purchase homes in the bay district 


Aside from its scenic advan¬ 
tages and attraction for vacation¬ 
ers, Newport harbor is one of 
Orange county’s greatest assets 
from a financial standpoint. Of¬ 
fering anchorage as it does to ap¬ 
proximately 1100 power and sail 
boats, the harbor is an ever-in¬ 
creasing source of income to the

pleted, local walnut growers to¬ 
day were turning their attention 
to estimating the probable crop for 
this season. A preliminary fig¬ 
ure of 850,000 to 900,000 bags was 
at first indicated for the Pacific 
coast, but local growers believe 
their crop may not be as large as 
anticipated at first, in many 
cases. 

The Santa Ana Walnut Grow¬ 
ers association is scheduled to send 
an estimate to the board of di¬ 
rectors of the California Walnut 
Growers association Monday, and 
that body is expected to make a 
comprehensive crop estimate on 
Thursday, according to Mrs. Jo¬ 
sephine Lykke, secretary of the 
local association. 

In some cases walnuts are siz¬ 
ing up rapidly, but often the trees 
are not filled as well in the top 
and center as on the lower limbs, 
growers report. An extremely hot 
spell, or prolonged foggy weather 
might affect both the size and 
quality of the crop. Mrs Lykke 
said. There is practically no hold¬ 
over of last year's harvest left in 
the local packing house 


Nearly Half of State's 
Total Located in 
This District 


Orange county, with 52,037 acres 
of bearing Valencia oranges, still 
has nearly one-half of the Valencia 
acreage In California, according 
to a report just made public by 
Agricultural Commissioner D. W. 
Tubbs. In addition there are 8670 
acres of non-bearing Valencias. 

The census analysis, revealing 
trends in the 10-year period from 
1924 to 1934, showed that there 
has been an increase of 20,000 
acres in bearing fruit during the 
past decade. 

Increase Noted 

“The increase was steady up to 
the peak of planting in 1931, when 
nearly 3200 acres were set out,” 
Mr. Tubbs said in a Farm Bureau 
News article, “but dropped off 
sharply during the depression 
years to only 250 acres planted in 
1934.” 

Lemon acreage, bearing and 
non-bearing, stood at 8,300 in 1924 
and had dropped to 7,050 in 1934, 
but there has been a steady in¬ 
crease in new plantings since 1929, 
the report shows. 

"Navel oranges, with 1,000 acres 
in 1924, declined for several years, 
but new plantings have brought 
the bearing acreage up to 1,100 
acres which, with 110 acre non¬ 
bearing, makes a total of over 
1,200 acres of this variety.” 

Walnuts Decline 

Walnut acreage declined from 
nearly 15,000 acres of bearing and 
500 acres of non-bearing trees in 
1924, to 7285 acres in 1934. A simi¬ 
lar decline throughout Southern 
California has been more than off¬ 
set by increased acreage in North¬ 
ern California and Oregon. Cheap¬ 
er land in the north is one explana¬ 
tion of the shift. 

Avocado acreage was 240 in 
1924, and now has reached more 
than 950 acres. Persimmon acre¬ 
age, although more than double 
the 1924 figure, is nearly one-third 
less than two years ago. Several 
orchards have been removed.

FILLED CAKE

Ingredients: 3% cups pastry or 
cake flour, 3 tap. baking powder, 
1 tap. salt, 2 eggs unbeaten, short¬ 
ening as needed, 1 cup milk, 2 cups 
sugar and 1 tsp. vanilla extract. 

Sift flour. Measure. Add bak¬ 
ing powder and salt and sift to¬ 
gether three times. Put in large 
bowl with 2 cups sugar. Break 
eggs into cup and add enough 
shortening to fill. Put all ingre¬ 
dients into a mixing bowl and beat 
vigorously with revolving or elec¬ 
tric beater. Pour into large flat 
cake pan. When baked, place 
cake on cake rack and when cool, 
split into two layers with a sharp 
knife. 

Fill with cream filling, recipe 
for which follows: 

Ingredients: 3 eggs, 2 cups milk, 
>4 cup sugar, and 3 tbsp flour. Beat 
yolks, mix sugar and flour and 
stir into milk, which is scalding 
hot on the fire in a double boiler. 
Cook until thick. Then add !4 
tsp. salt, % tbsp. butter and if co- 
coanut icing is to be used, '4 cup 
cocoanut. 

Place top on, and ice with white 
cooked or powdered sugar icing. 
(If powdered sugar, use shredded 
pineapple, drained and pressed 
dry.)

LOS ANGELES, Saturday, 
June 8. UP )—The average price per 
box of California oranges sold 
during the past week at the east¬ 
ern and middle western auction 
centers dropped 16 cents per box 
to $3.16. The past week's sales 
in the auction markets was the 
largest for any single week ever 
recorded. 

Lemons sold at the auction 
points gained 14 cents to an av¬ 
erage price per box of $3.22 on 
an increasing volume which was 
well up with the sales of compar¬ 
able heavy weeks. 

750 Cars Sold 

There were 750 cars of oranges, 
an increase of 147 cars from last 
week, sold this week in the auc¬ 
tion centers and 279, or 51 more, 
cars of lemons sold. 

The decline of the Valencia mar¬ 
ket was due largely to small sizes 
of the fruit sold. Condition of 
the fruit is good and the demand 
is holding up well in spite of the 
heavy shipments. 

Valencias Off 

Lemon demand weakened slight¬ 
ly toward the latter part of the 
week in the auctions but came 
back on Friday to push the aver¬ 
age price per box from $3.10 on 
Thursday to $3.18 on Friday. Va¬ 
lencias’ daily average was gone off 
since the first day of the week, 
making a difference of 25 cents 
between the Monday average and 
the Friday average. 

The California Fruit Growers 
exchange, reporting on the mar¬ 
ket as a whole, says: 

"The market was lower in me¬ 


dium and small sizes and steady 
to higher on large sizes as the 
week’s sales close. Although cold 
and rainy weather prevailed in 
many markets, exchange sales of 
oranges were over 100 cars ahead 
of the previous week. Favorable 
weather should further stimulate 
sales and result in better prices. 

Sales Heavy 

"The export sales of valencias 
continue heavy and previous June 
records will be far exceeded as 
were April and May in European 
shipments from Los Angeles har¬ 
bor.

EMERGENCY TAXES

The emergency period in nation¬ 
al affairs is past. 

That is what the supreme court 
really said when it delivered the 
10,000-word obituary over the 
grave of NRA. 

It was on the wings of "emerg¬ 
ency” that the Blue Eagle stayed 
aloft as long as it did. 

For NRA was no more uncon¬ 
stitutional two weeks ago than it 
was two years ago. But in the 
stress of the moment, it was ac¬ 
cepted as a good thing regardless 
of the constitution. 

So the court was merely saying 
that there is no more mergency. 

If the government has any re¬ 
spect for consistency, then, how 


about the nuisance taxes passed in 
1932 under the "emergency" label? 

Matches, cameras, gasoline, 
chewing gum and theater tickets— 
on such things the public has paid 
out its pennies in the amount of 
about $375,000,000 annually. 

If the emergency period is past, 
what excuse is there for retaining 
these ? 

None, obviously. Yet when con¬ 
gress considers renewing these 
taxes some time before June 30, 
their expiration date, we will prob¬ 
ably discover that the emergency 
is still with us. 

Congress probably will re-enact 
them. 

It is about time somebody recog¬ 
nized emergency where it really 
exists, for a change—in the purse 
of the taxpayer.
